I venture the prediction that you coald not kill 
the paper quicker than to make it strictly a doc- 
trinal paper. Doctrine is all right and ought to be 
taught, and especially to those who do not know 
Bible doctrine, but to limit the publication to 
doctrine alone, would assure its failure, or any 
other paper for that matter. And it I am not al- 
lowed to expose an error occasionally, I want to 
know why. Fanl tells Timothy, and all of us to

error, let it be exposed, and if we dare not do that, 
let tho passage he eliminated from the Bible. 

There are subjects in the Bible that to my 
mind, are much neglected, but there seems to be 
none who feel like encountering them.

Bftt suoh reasoning is 
tantamount to saying that ''ignorance is bliss." 
I hope that the time is not far distant that we 
shall drink deeper of that never fail! ng fountain 
of good, and then I am very sore that we will 
exercise more charity as it become th hs to do. 

In Rev. 6: 4. we read "And there went out 
another horse, that was red, and power was given 
to him that sat there on to take peace from the 
earth." 

This term certainly does not mean the whole 
earth, for at that period, America, and Australia, 
were unknown to man and besides that the second 
seal was opened and fulfilled, before the close of 
the second century, and it was only to take away 
the "Peace" of the "First seal" and that embraced 
the Roman Empire only. 

This occured during the last decade ot the sec- 
ond century, and possibly embracing a few years 
of the third.

Here it is a monster before us, and we don't 
open our mouths, I know it, and we all know 
it — it is the same "old dragon," the same "mother 
of harlots," give it power and it will repeat the 
history, and what are we doing to atop its pro-, 
gress nothing.

This places 
every Christian in a business relation with God 
and makes him responsible, not only, for what he 
does but the amount he does 

He further said, "Every member of this firm 
must be honest." Nothing could be more true. 
A man must .be honest with himself, honest 
with his neighbor and hontst with bis God. 
To rob God of hie just amount of service and 
respect, is criminal in (he highest degree. 

I wonder * whether it is possible to be fully hon- 
est, and willingly and knowingly neglect some of 
the plainest command* and examples given 
by God ? 

JuBt before dinner five applicants for baptism 
knelt at the altar and the Elder sprinkled them 
some by two actions, saying "I baptize you in the 
name of the Father and of the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Why not say I sprinkle instead of baptize and 
have the words agree with the action? Again I 
am made to wonder how Paul could say of those 
who are sprinkled "Ye were buried with Christ in 
baptism." Rom. 6.
